Allow me to quote from the 1944 ARRL Handbook, pages 135-6, discussing = 
Regenerative Detectors. 


"House wiring, if of the "open" type, will have a rather extensive = 
electrostatic field which may cause hum if the detector tube, grid leak, = 
and grid condenser and leak are not electrostatically shielded. This = 
type of hum is easily recognizable because of its rather high pitch, a = 
result of harmonics in the power-supply system. The hum is caused by a 
species of grid modulation. 


"Antenna resonance effects frequently cause a hum of the same nature as = 
that just described which is most intense at the various resonance = 
points, and hence varies with tuning. For this reason it is called = 
tunable hum. It is prone to occur with a rectified a.c. plate supply 
when a standing wave effect of the type described in the preceding = 
paragraph occurs, and is associated with the non-linearity of the = 
rectifier tube in the plate supply. Elimination of antenna resonance = 
effects as described and by-passing the rectifier plates to cathode = 
(using by-pass condensers of the order of 0.001 mfd.) usually will cure = 
it."

1943 was tombac (a 
copper zinc alloy with 

more copper and less zinc than normal brasses. As copper was required 
for war purposes 

the 1944 and 1945 Vee "nickels" were steel plated with I think 
chrome. In 1946 production 

of the normal coins (pure nickel with the beaver) resumed. 


When I was a kid in the 1960's the 1944 and 1945 V "nickels" were 
still fairly 

common in circulation but the 1943 tombac variety had been withdrawn. 
Being 

steel and as the edges were unplated the 1944-45 coins tended to rust. 


In 2005 the Vee nickel design was again used to mark the 60th 
anniversary 

of the end of the war. When I first saw one of these I was 
disappointed to 

find that the code around the rim had been omitted.

Folks, 


Very little that's really new happens. The home DLP projectors, both front and 
rear projection, use a single DLP chip and a rotating color wheel, just like the 
CBS system but a great deal smaller. The only artifact I know of is rainbows if 
you blink at the wrong time. I was mightily amused to see this 1953 (?) 
technology re-adopted. 


I do have a home video projector, but it's a three chip LCD type, no rainbows. 


Digital cinema projectors use three DLP chips, make no rainbows, but cost $100k 
or so.
